To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to acquire rights of way to connect with any 
access roads which may be provided to land cut off by 
Rte. I-98. 


6. To see if the Town will establish a Conservation 
Commission as set forth in R. 8. A. 36-A. 


7. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise for 
advertising in cooperation with the “Ski 93” associa- 
tion. 


8 To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen 
to negotiate with the Horner Estate for additional land 
for the cemetery and make appropriation for same.

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Inventory 


Inventory blanks must be mailed by March 25th to 
be returned by April 15th except for extension of fil- 
ing time to June Ist. 


Upon return of Inventory, selectmen shall assess 
the tax unless they feel inventory does not contain a 
full and true statement in which case doomage— a 
four fold increase in tax—shall be imposed. 


Veterans’ Exemptions 


Veterans property tax exemption is $1,000 for vet- 
eran and his widow 65 years of age or older and $1,000 
for others if the value of equity (exclusive of mort- 
gages) does not exceed same proportion as $10,000 
is to 100% true value. Veteran must have served 90 
days in wartime discharged other than dishonorable, 
not delinquent in payment of local-state taxes and 
filed annual application for exemption with selectmen 
by April 15th. 


Abatement 


Selectmen may abate any tax for good cause—all 
applications for abatements to be in writing. 


Persons aggrieved by assessment of selectmen may 
appeal to tax commission on payment of $5 applica- 
tion fee. | 


Dangerous Buildings 


The selectmen in towns with no fire wards or en- 
gineers may give written notice to owners of build- 
ings dangerous to others to alter or repair same. 
Notice to be sent registered mail or delivered person- 
ally and may be served on the occupant if the owner 
does not reside in town. The list of repairs are made 
within five days or on extension has been granted 
for reasonable cause owner or occupant is liable for 
a $50 a day fine, etc.

REPORT TO HEALTH OFFICERS TOWN OF 
THORNTON, N. H. FOR YEAR ENDING 
DECEMBER 31, 1965 | 


With the cooperation of the School Nurse the chil- 
dren in grades 1-4 and 8 were given the Heaf Stern- 
needle test for tuberculosis and also received booster 
shots of diphtheria and tetanus vaccine. We do these 
same grades every year so the children can be protect- 
ed every 3-4 years. 


The state public health nurse also made home visits 
for follow up care and correction of defects. 


This is the year when ‘‘Medicare”’ will come into ef- 
fect. Starting July 1, 1966 home nursing will be paid 
for by Medicare for those who are covered, over 65 
years of age and in need of nursing care in the home 
after discharge from the hospital. With Medicare it 
is anticipated that there will be a shortage of hospital 
beds making the hospital stay shorter and requiring 
nursing care at home. For this reason we are urging 
the town fathers to start planning to provide this type 
of service, and to discuss means of hiring a local Pub- 
lic Health Nurse. Health Education, Prevention of 
Disease bv teaching proper Immunizations. Exercises 
and Nutrition, Care of Sick and Rehabilitation of 
the Aged are all nursing services needed in each and 
every town. The state nurse covers 15 towns so would 
not be able to do this work. The possibility of com- 
bining small towns together to be serviced by one 
nurse, Ex. Campton and Thornton is feasible and would 
be less costly. The office of Economic Opportunity, 
with headquarters in Opera Block, Woodsville, may be 
able to assist with funds to start this project. This 
possibility could be investigated. 
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Tax money is used for schools, road maintenance, 
police and fire protection. Healthy citizens should be 
as important if not more, because without health we 
cannot function and with good health we are at our 
maximum physically and mentally.

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THE TOWN CLERK 


The office of the Town Clerk can be traced back in 
its origin to the first settlements of the State, made 
under proprietary land grants in the Province of New 
Hampshire. Since 1699 the office has been elective in 
each town. 


A few of the Town Clerk’s duties are: 
The custody of Town Records. 


Preparing ballots for Town Meeting. The custody 
and delivery of ballots for primary and general elec- 
tions. Recording of Town Meetings and the reporting 
of all election results to the Secretary of State. 


Record and report all births, marriages and deaths. 


Record chattel mortgages and conditional sales 
agreements. 


Issue burial permits, dog licenses, marriage licenses 
and motor vehicle permits. 


Other duties of the Town Clerk are described in ““The 
Town Clerk in New Hampshire’, a booklet on file at the 
town clerk’s office which anyone is welcome to exam- 
ine at any time. 


Registration time for automobiles being “upon us” 
once more, I would like to call attention to the state- 
ment on the registration application “All poll and head 
taxes for which (I am) liable have been paid. Appli- 
cation is signed under penalty of perjury”. For 1966 
registrations this refers to such taxes for the year 
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1965, and a husband is liable for the payment of his 
wife’s taxes. There are fines for applying for a regis- 
tration when such taxes are not paid and the registra- 
tion is subject to revocation. Many town clerks re- 
quire that the applicant present his receipted tax bill 
before they will issue the application and each year 
more clerks insist on this. Thornton is a small town 
where almost everyone knows everyone else and it has 
been the custom to accept the applicant’s word that he 
has paid his tax. There are occasional slip-ups, but on 
the whole the system has worked satisfactorily. Your 
town clerk hopes that we can keep it that way; with 
everyone’s cooperation, we can. 


Deadlines to remember— 


Filing for Town office—5 p. m. of second Monday 
next preceding the day of election. 


Applications for current year license plate number 
the same as preceding year—Second Wednesday in 
February. 


Dog Licenses—June 30. 
Automobile licenses (registration) expire March 31. 
Note that Auto. registrations have been increased for 


1966 $3 to $5 each. Town taxes remain the same ex- 
cept for transfers which are now $2 instead of 50 cents.

Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the 
thousands of vacationists that visit us every year love 
the State for the variegated woodlands that encircle 
our clean lakes and clothe the hills and mountains. 
Most of us appreciate these values, but still there were 
enough careless people among us to cause over 880 
grass and woodland fires to start in 1965. True this 
was a much dryer than normal year but this should 
have meant the use of extra care. Fortunately the 
fire fighting forces have held the line against such 
careless acts. It is up to each one of us to be ever 
mindful that a spark or flame is a potential fire. 

WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 

1. To teach our children the danger in lighting match- 
ches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from 

a car or while walking through fields or woods. 
3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the 

town dump. If you must burn rubbish or brush; 

a. Always get a permit to burn from the 
warden. 

b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 
p. m. 

ec. If burning a field or brush have equip- 
ment and adequate help on hand. The 
heat from your fire creates its own draft 
to spread fire. 

Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and 
Towns thousands of wasted dollars in suppression and 
hundreds of acres of destroyed woodlands.

8. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the sal- 
aries of school district officials and agents and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the district, and to 
authorize the application against said appropriation of 
such sums as are estimated to be received from the 
state foundation aid fund together with other income; 
the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance 
between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 
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9. To see if the District will vote to accept the pro- 
visions of Title I, public Law 89-10 (Elementary and 
Secondary Act of 1965), and to appropriate such funds 
as may be made available to the district under said 
Federal Act for such particular projects as may be de- 
termined by the School Board. Further, to see if the 
District will authorize the School Board to make appli- 
cation for such funds and to expend the same for such 
projects as it may designate. 


10. To see if the District will authorize the School 
Board to negotiate tuition contracts with other dis- 
tricts for the education of pupils in grades 9-12. 


11. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to make application for and to accept on 
behalf of the district, any or all grants or offers for 
educational purposes which may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire and/or 
the United States. 


12. To see if the District will vote to establish a 
Contingency Fund to meet the cost of unanticipated 
expenses that may arise during the year in a sum not 
exceeding $500.00 in the budget within the provisions 
of RSA 198:4-b. 


18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your Sup- 
erintendent of Schools. 


When school closed in June we were sorry to have 
Mrs. Hartwell leave but I am sure we are happy she is 
enjoying a well-earned retirement. Mrs. Lambert 
resigned to take a position in the southern part of the 
state, leaving us with two vacancies to fill. Mrs. Pel- 
tier, a graduate of Johnson State College in Vermont, 
was employed to replace Mrs. Lambert. She has a 
good understanding of young children and is a com- 
petent teacher. We were fortunate also in securing 
the services of Mr. Tkach to replace Mrs. Hartwell. I 
like the progress he has made and think he has done 
an excellent job as teacher and school administrator. 
Very modestly, the school has embarked upon a pro- 
gram of departmentalization in the upper grades 
that is already beginning to show results. 


With minor changes in the bus schedule and class 
programming, the school is operating as in the past. 
Hot Lunch Supervisors have been a problem during 
recent years. We lose an excellent one never expect- 
ing to find a replacement that is as good but somehow 
someone appears and the lunch program continues as 
efficient and good as always. Mrs. Sargeant who re- 
placed Mrs. Gilman this fall has proved to be no ex- 
ception. | 


The testing program is adequate now but it we con- 
tinue to educate grades 7 and 8, I would recommend 
aptitude tests and personality inventories to aid in 
High School placement. This all comes under the head- 
ing of Guidance. Mr. Tkach is now trying to do some 
of this. However, time is so limited it is almost im- 
possible to make much progress. I would recommend 
for consideration in the not too distant future that a 
Counselor be employed, on the same basis as that of a 
music teacher, who could go from town to town on a 
regular schedule and provide invaluable service. Many 
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boys’ and girls’ problems with High School or the 
grades could be avoided with good guidance service. 


The decision of adding someone to the staff to help 
with the Reading Program was a wise one. The regu- 
lar teachers of some of the participants I am sure can 
see results already that could not have been attained 
within the regular classroom. I hope this service will 
be allowed to continue. 


After next year, our textbook situation should be 
excellent. By the end of this school year, we should 
have modern up-to-date editions in Mathematics, Read- 
ing and Science. The budget allows for new Language 
Arts books for next year. The only areas remaining 
that need some attention will be that of Social Studies 
but this can wait until the new State Curriculum 
comes out so we can purchase books that will best co- 
incide with the recommendations of the State Com- 
mittee of teachers and supervisors. 


You will be asked to make a decision in your district 
warrant concerning the acceptance and use of Title I 
funds under the Elementary and Secondary Act of 
1965 Public Law 89-10. There have been many ques- 
tions raised around the state concerning the accept- 
ance of this money. It is ironic that some towns for 
years have accepted willingly Federal Funds to oper- 
ate a hot lunch program and have accepted 
funds under Title III NDEA to help purchase 
Math, Science and Foreign Language equipment all 
without fear of Federal control. I would agree that I 
personally would want no part of a program that in 
any way would bring Federal controls into our schools 
in terms of what we teach, who teaches it and the 
materials we use to accomplish our purpose. At this 
time I am not concerned that this is the case. Under 
the provisions of the lunch program which we sign 
every year, agreement is made that Hot Lunch Rec- 
ords may be subject to Federal inspection. In the 
nineteen consecutive years I have been connected with 
hot lunch program, I have seen one Federal inspector. 
I think a great deal of good can come from the use of 
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these funds and I recommend their acceptance. If the 
time comes when Federal controls enter the picture, I 
would most certainly then recommend that you con- 
sider your choice very carefully. 


It is not definite at this writing whether or not the 
cooperative school will have been voted upon by the 
time regular school district meetings are held. If the 
voting meetings have taken place, and your town has 
accepted the provisions of the Articles of Agreement, 
then I congratulate you for I think you have made a 
wise decision. If the vote has not been taken, or your 
district has voted against it, I would hope you will take 
another long hard look before it is too late. As has 
been brought up at so many of the hearings, the 7th 
and 8th grade students, where an accredited Junior 
High School program is not available, are the ones 
where there is the most lack at the present time. With 
the broadened curriculum offering that ought to be 
available for these young people, some districts with 
their low tax base cannot possibly financialy afford to 
meet their needs. As far as the students in grades 
9-12 are concerned, a broader curriculum offering with 
more students will make keener competition and pro- 
duce better trained young people to go on to college or 
to enter the work force. A new and larger centralized 
school would provide many of the answers to better 
education for all. After wrestling with this problem 
for a number of years, I am convinced as I think most 
members of the Planning Board are, that the solution 
your committee has approved is the best and most 
economical for everyone. 


I appreciate the cooperation and help I have received 
during the year from the School Board and the staff 
of the school.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT'S 
SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 248, Laws of 1953, of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that the school district 
annual reports show the total amount paid to the 
superintendent of schools as per the following quota- 
tion: “Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report showing the total 
salary paid to the superintendent, which report shall 
show in detail the amount derived from the per capita 
tax and the amount paid directly by each school dis- 
trict in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union on 
the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated 
on the basis of average daily membership in the school 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The 
Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 
1964-65 received a salary of $10,050.00 which was 
made up as follows: $4750.00 paid from the per capita 
tax and $5300.00 prorated among the several school 
districts. Allowances of $1100.00 for travel within 
the union was also prorated as stated above. The sev- 
eral school districts numbered five in 1964-65. The 
School District of Warren became a part of Super- 
visory Union No. 48 as of July 1, 1965. 


The table shows the portion of salary and travel 
charged to each school district.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


We began the school year with an enrollment of 86, 
but as a result of two children moving out of the dis- 
trict, we presently have 84 students in grades one 
through eight. 


There have been a few changes made in the curricu- 
lum this year, which we hope have been for the better- 
ment of the students. 


The upper four grades (5-8) have been partially 
departmentalized so as to utilize to the fullest extent 
the strengths of each teacher. This also affords to 
the students of this age level a break in the chain of 
continuing reliance on a single teacher, and hopefully 
leads to greater independence in study habits. 


Another addition to the curriculum has been the 
inclusion of an athletic program, although it has been 
somewhat limited as a result of the lack of adequate 
facilities. The program has consisted of interschool 
competition in football and girls’ basketball, and hope- 
fully will include baseball in the spring. 


Perhaps the greatest innovation in the curriculum 
has been the addition of the part-time remedial read- 
ing teacher. Since most of the work in our school sys- 
tem involves some amount of reading, it is necessary 
that all of the students be able to read to the best of 
their ability, and in the case of Thornton Central 
School, as many as 30% of the students are believed 
to be reading below their normal ability level. While 
this program has been able to include, to some degree, 
a majority of these students, there are still some that 
cannot be included, and some who have limited time 
available for them, due to the present scope of the 
program. 


Once again there has been a 50% turnover in the 
teaching staff, which, by any standard, is not a desir- 
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able situation. It is possible that a continued lack of 
continuity in the teaching staff could have adverse 
effects on the progress of the students, since it takes 
a certain length of time to establish good working rap- 
port, between teacher and student. 


In addition to the continuity problem, there are 
many material things we feel are needed to supplement 
the “regular” curriculum so as to better facilitate and 
improve the learning process. The most important of 
these are proper library facilities, and improved audio- 
visual equipment.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The nurse made thirty-four visits to the school and 
ten home visits. On each trip to the school she visited 
class rooms, inspected children and gave advice and 
first aid treatment when necessary. Each child was 
inspected for skin, scalp, hair, infectious disease and 
teeth. A hearing test was done on each pupil as was 
vision screening tests. Each child was weighed and 
measured. Notices were sent home regarding the 
children when necessary. 


A toxoid Clinic was held January 22nd. Seventy-six 
received toxoid assisted by the State Nurse and Dr. 
Parker. The school nurse assisted with the T. B. Stern 
needle tests on Grades I, IV, and VIII. Teachers and 
School Lunch help. 


The nurse assisted parents on Sight Conservation 
and Clinics, held a pre-school registration May 14th, 
and brought first aid supplies to the school. Parents 
and close relatives of positive reactors to the T. B. 
tests were also tested. Notices were sent of the T. B. 
Chest Clinic. The nurse attended the X-ray Clinic in 
Plymouth in May and November. 


Health records were kept on each pupil. 
The nurse attended Speech and Hearing Workshop, 
School Nurses’ Meeting in Concord and State Teach- 


ers Convention.
